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PERSPECTIVE 


For  some  years  my  family  and  I  celebrated  New  Year's  Eve  with  the  same 
group  of  families.  A  part  of  our  pre-midnight  ritual  was  reading  the 
tabloid  newspapers'  predictions  about  the  coming  year  and  looking  at 
which  of  the  last  years  predictions  had  proved  true.  As  I  remember  it, 
there  were  many  years  in  which  the  end  of  the  world  just  did  not  materialize 
and  aliens  did  not  visit  earth  as  expected. 

The  end-of-the- 1900s  has  generated  a  great  deal  more  of  this  kind  of  prognosti- 
cation; much  of  it  from  more  trusted  sources  but  not  much  more  trustworthy. 
In  fact,  predicting  the  future  correctly  is  really  impossible.  We  can  study  current 
facts,  the  past,  the  signs  of  what  is  to  come;  but  when  we  act,  we  step  out  in 
faith  that  we  have  made  the  right  decision  based  on  that  study. 

If  we  look  at  projections  about  the  future  of  higher  education,  we  could  con- 
clude that  there  will  no  longer  be  a  place  for  colleges  that  look  and  act  like 
Lenoir-Rhyne  does  now  First,  there  is  a  tendency  to  believe  that  bigger  is  better. 
Mergers  take  place  in  businesses  all  around  us  based  on  that  assumption.  Bigger 
stores  put  little  ones  out  of  business  because  they  offer  many  more  choices  and 
better  prices. 

Second,  the  use  of  computers  to  link  people  to  each  other  and  to  all  sorts  of 
educational  opportunities  and  to  information  leads  some  to  believe  that  most 
of  our  interactions  will  be  mediated  by  computers. 

Third,  the  overwhelming  growth  in  the  amount  of  information  available  to  us 
has  encouraged  many  to  become  more  specialized  and  technical  in  their  search 
for  education.  Many  seek  to  acquire  only  that  narrow  field  of  knowledge  that 
they  judge  to  be  useful  in  their  chosen  field. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  looked  at  these  trends  and  decided  that  in  the  future 
there  will  be  a  place  for  a  college  like  this:  one  that  is  based  in  a  small  commu- 
nity one  that  stands  on  religious  faith  and  principles,  one  that  seeks  to  educate 
through  close  personal  interaction,  and  one  that  seeks  to  educate  students  as 
broadly  as  possible  in  the  tradition  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 

We  are  determined  that  as  the  new  century  unfolds,  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  be  here 
stronger  than  ever,  seeking  to  educate  students  in  a  manner  based  on  timeless 
values.  In  faith  we  go  forward  believing  that,  whatever  the  trends  may  suggest, 
there  will  continue  to  be  promising  students  who  want  this  kind  of  education. 

I  invite  you  to  lend  your  support  to  the  College  in  the  many  ways  that  will  be 
necessary  as  we  strike  out  into  the  unknown  future!

Sports  med 
accreditation 

The  L-R  Sports  Medicine/Athletic 
Training  program  received  accred- 
itation by  the  Commission  of  Accredi- 
tation of  Allied  Health  Education  Pro- 
grams (CAAHEP)  at  its  October  1999 
Board  of  Directors  Meeting.  There  are 
currently  111  sports  medicine/athlet- 
ic-training programs  now  certified  by 
CAAHEP 
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L-R's  accreditation  process  started 
five  years  ago,  but  the  biggest  delay- 
was  the  lack  of  staff  and  equipment, 
according  to  Director  of  Sports  Medi- 
cine/Head Athletic  Trainer  Mike 
McGee.  In  1995-96,  the  sports  medi- 
cine/athletic-training program 
received  a  $25,000  grant  from  the 
Cannon  Charitable  Trust  and  used 
that  to  update  all  of  the  department's 
treatment  and  rehabihtation  equip- 
ment. Since  the  start  of  the  accredita- 
tion process,  the  sports  medicine/ath- 
letic-training staff  has  grown  from 
two  full-time  certifted  athletic  trainers 
to  five,  four  being  faculty  members. 

"The  accreditation  and  the 
McCrorie  Center  will  allow  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  to  offer  a  quality  education 
program  in  a  state-of-the-art  facility," 
said  McGee.  "We  are  excited  about 
the  potential  this  combination  will 
bring  to  Lenoir- Rhyne." 

NEA  grant 

The  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  in  conjunction  with  Ameri- 
cans for  the  Arts  and  the  arts  councils 
of  Ireland  and  Northern  Ireland, 
offered  a  Community  Residency 
Exchange  Program  providing  artists 
and  arts  organizations  an  opportunity 
for  international  exchange  through 
four-week  residencies.  The  Catawba 
County  Council  for  the  Arts  (CCCA) 
and  L-R  were  selected  as  one  of  only 
four  recipients  in  the  nation  for  host- 


ing this  prestigious  program.  Adrian 
Rice,  a  respected  poet  from  Northern 
Ireland,  was  selected  for  Hickory  and 
worked  with  a  number  of  youth  groups, 
organizations  and  the  general  public 
in  the  area  throughout  October.

Two  different  entities — one 
a  well-loved  professor  who 
retired  in  1986,  the  other 
a  beloved  tree  which  suc- 
cumbed to  disease  in  1998 — 
are  no  longer  on  the  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  campus.  An  odd 
pair  to  speak  of  in  the  same 
breath,  however,  not  so  strange  when 
we  realize  that  both  will  always  be 
remembered  by  countless  alumni  for 
their  tireless  legacy  of  giving  to  the 
college  community. 

Professor  Russell  "Bud"  Brown  was 
a  teacher  of  economics  during  his  time 
at  L-R.  But  that  wasn't  all  he  taught  his 
students.  He  also  had  a  talent  for  bring- 
ing history  to  Ufe,  perhaps  because  he 
had  lived  so  much  of  it  himself.  During 
World  War  II,  he  was  there  when  the 
first  U.S.  troops  entered  Paris.  He  took 
part  in  the  battle  at  Omaha  Beach  and 
the  Battle  of  the  Bulge.  He  was  there 
to  see  Babe  Ruth  at  bat  and,  later,  to 
march  on  Washington  with  Dr.  Martin 
Luther  King. 

Brown  cites  the  GI  Bill,  which  pro- 
vided veterans  with  the  finances  to 
continue  their  education,  as  one  of 
the  most  important  ideas  of  our  time 
and  admits  he  couldn't  have  succeed- 
ed without  it.  Later,  he  taught  many 
GI's  in  his  classes.  Many  small  colleges 
like  L-R  would  have  experienced 
difficulties  without  the  government's 
assistance  in  providing  financial  aid, 
he  said. 

The  great  chestnut  oak  is  also  a 
part  of  L-R  history.  Standing  in  front 
of  Cline  Gym,  the  135  year-old  tree 
was  there  to  shelter  students  from  the 
sun,  to  give  them  at  least  a  little  cover 
from  the  rain,  and  to  shine  in  radiant 
splendor  during  the  fall.  It  was  there

to  witness  the  burning  of 
Old  Main  and  it  stood  tall 
and  proud  during  L-R's 
centennial  celebration.  In 
a  tribute  to  its  significance, 
a  committee  of  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  led  by  Dr. 
Karen  McDougal  associate 
professor  of  biology,  worked 
to  preserve  it  when  they 
first  discovered  the  tree 
was  diseased. 

Created  to  preserve  the 
natural  areas  of  the  campus, 
the  goal  of  McDougal's  com- 
mittee is  to  map  all  existing 
trees,  to  develop  a  plan  to 
preserve  existing  trees,  and 
to  plant  appropriate  new 
ones.  The  group  also  worked 
with  the  city  of  Hickory  to 
select  plantings  for  the  land- 
scaping of  the  X-intersection  in 
front  of  the  college. 

Sadly,  the  old  oak  could 
not  be  saved.  But  because  of 
its  history  and  the  affection 
in  which  it  is  held,  when  the 
tree  was  cut  down,  a  slice  was 
taken  from  its  trunk  three  feet 
above  the  ground  prior  to  its 
removal.  Now,  Hickory  Busi- 
ness Furniture  has  dried,  sand- 
ed and  sealed  the  46-inch 
diameter  slab  and  it  is  on  dis- 
play in  the  first  floor  lobby  of 
the  Minges  Science  Building. 

Time  has  slowed  for  Profes- 
sor Brown,  who  now  lives  just 
a  few  blocks  from  campus.  For 
the  great  oak,  time  has  stopped. 
But  neither  will  be  forgotten. 
Their  legacy  of  giving  lives 
on  in  the  minds  and  memories 
of  the  students  who  knew 
them  well.  □

Irish  poet  challenges  vision  of  the  stereotype  or  .  .  . 

The  Unlikely  Poet

Although  we  know  we  should 
never  stereotype,  the  com- 
mon vision  most  have  of  a 
poet  includes  the  belief  that 
he  or  she  must  be  introspec- 
tive and  shy.  Therefore,  it 
just  doesn't  seem  right  to 
meet  a  poet  who  once  hung 
out  with  a  gang  of  thugs  in  a  tough 
Northern  Ireland  neighborhood.  Nor 
does  it  seem  right  to  meet  one  that 
was  one  of  his  local  town's  First- 
Fifteen  rugby  players  and  often 
earned  his  living  by  being  a  barman 
and  a  bouncer! 

But  that  description  is  all  part  of 
the  persona  of  Adrian  Rice  who,  in 
October,  spent  five  weeks  as  L-R's 
poet-in  residence.  He  was  one  of  only 
four  artists  (the  others:  a  musician,  a 
storyteller  and  a  dancer)  selected  to 
represent  Northern  Ireland  as  part  of 
the  U.S.  Ireland  Residency  Fxchange 
Program. 

Founder  of  Abbey  Press,  a  publish- 
ing house  in  Newry  County  Down, 
Northern  Ireland,  Rice  is  now  editor 
of  poetry  books,  as  well  as  books  of 
cultural  history  and  literary  criticism. 
A  published  author,  he  also  writes  his 
own  poetry,  travels  the  country  teach- 
ing and  talking  with  students  young 
and  old,  participates  in  and  organizes 
arts  fairs,  and  frequently  guests  on 
television.  The  Irish,  he  explained,  are 
fond  of  their  poets  and  always  enjoy 
listening  to  and  talking  with  them. 

Rice's  life  wasn't  always  so  pleasant. 
Born  in  1958  in  Belfast,  the  son  of 
hardworking,  Protestant  parents,  Rice 
describes  himself  as  the  typical  "tough 
guy."  His  future  was  bleak.  "Fortu- 
nately" Rice  said  with  a  smile,  "my 
parents  wanted  better  for  me.  Fearing 
I'd  end  up  shooting  someone,  they 
took  their  hard-earned  money  and 
sent  me  to  a  good  country  school, 
away  from  the  bad  influences." 
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There,  Rice  grew  to  love  books  and 
learning,  especially  literature.  "My 
high  school  taught  poetry  as  part  of 
the  syllabus,"  he  said.  "Of  course,  I 
pretended  not  to  like  it.  Tough  guys 
aren't  supposed  to  like  poetry,  you 
know,"  he  noted,  chuckling. 

But  in  time,  education  and  litera- 
ture became  more  important  to  him 
than  maintaining  his  tough  image. 
"I  started  buying  books  instead  of 
stealing  them,"  he  said.  And,  working 
hard,  he  went  on  to  study  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Ulster,  where  he  graduated 
with  two  degrees:  one  in  literature 
and  the  other  in  Irish  literature. 


"If  I  can  become  a  poet, 

so  can  you.  You  can  find 

ideas  anywhere.  You  dont 

have  to  look  outside  your  own 

locality  to  find  something 

to  write  about. " 


Still,  Rice  didn't  start  writing  poetry 
until  much  later.  "Ross  Wilson 
(famed  Irish  portrait  painter  and  a 
childhood  friend)  talked  me  into  it," 
he  explained.  "I  was  afraid  to  try. 
Although  some  people  write  poetry 
simply  to  please  themselves,  that  was 
never  a  goal  for  me.  If  I  couldn't  write 
poetry  well  enough  to  be  successful  at 
it,  if  I  couldn't  write  poetry  that  my 
readers  would  like  and  that  my  peers 
could  respect,  I  didn't  want  to  write 
poetry  at  all." 

It  took  three  years  before  Rice 
gained  the  confidence  he  needed. 
"During  that  time  Ross  and  I  met 
often,"  Rice  said.  "He  taught  me 
about  art.  I  taught  him  about  poetry." 

The  result  of  those  talks  was  Muck 
Island,  a  collaboration  so  artistic  in 


presentation  as  well  as  in  visual  art 
and  the  written  word,  that  it  has 
received  critical  acclaim.  "Our  goal 
from  the  beginning  was  to  celebrate 
our  own  area,"  said  Rice,  explaining 
that  Muck  Island  is  part  of  a  group  of 
islands  northeast  of  Belfast. 

The  end  result  of  their  collabora- 
tion was  the  creation  of  a  box  set  of 
images  and  poems.  The  box  itself, 
when  opened,  becomes  a  metaphori- 
cal island  that  the  author  and  the 
artist  populate  with  their  words  and 
their  pictures.  To  honor  their  heritage, 
the  words — translated  into  Gaelic — 
are  also  included  in  the  presentation. 
Muck  Island  is  now  in  collections  at 
the  Tate  Gallery,  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  Boston  College,  Swarth- 
more  College  and  the  Lamont  Library 
at  Harvard  University. 

Rice  believes  poetry  can  be  political 
and  satiric  as  well  as  intensely  personal 
and  states  his  latest  book  The  Masons 
Tongue  (1999)  is  a  good  summation  of 
what  he  is  trying  to  do.  He  has  been 
delighted  with  its  reception. 

Poet  Seamus  Heaney  who  received 
the  1995  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature, 
wrote  of  The  Masons  Tongue:  "Adrian 
Rice  has  a  nice  sense  of  what  he  is 
up  to  as  a  poet:  I  like  and  admire  the 
way  his  district  and  his  diction  are 
so  artfully  tongue-in-cheek  and  hand- 
in-glove." 

Ruth  Padel  wrote:  ". .  .This  is  a  book 
in  plain  language  about  plain  people.... 
(it)  seems,  sadly  and  genuinely,  to 
soulsearch  on  behalf  of  its  community 
and  therefore  do  it  honour." 

Two  very  short  poems  in  the  book 
tweak  in  an  oblique  way  at  the  "trou- 
bles" in  Northern  Ireland.  "The  Green 
Light"  is  a  critical  dig  at  the  IRA 
cease-fire  agreement  and  wonders,  is 
it  (the  cease-fire)  really  real?  "Gable 
End,"  on  the  other  hand,  was  inspired 
by  graffiti  seen  on  a  wall  and  is  an 
explicit  dig  at  militant  Protestantism. 

There  has  been  an  interesting  reac- 
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tion  to  the  two  poems,  Rice  noted, 
saying  that  the  Protestants  like  "Green 
Light,"  but  take  umbrage  with  the  fact 
that  he  wrote  so  severely  about  them 
in  "Gable  End."  Catholics,  on  the 
other  hand,  intensely  dislike  "Green 
Light,"  but  think  "Gable  End"  is  an 
appropriate  description  of  the  Protes- 
tants. "We  live  in  the  politics  of  the 
time,"  Rice  said.  "I  try  to  shout  at  the 
extremists  on  all  sides." 

All  is  not  dark  in  this  collection, 
however.  Another  poem,  "Rinn 
Seimhene  Blackbird,"  is  written  in  a 
light-hearted  fashion  for  Rice's  three 
children:  Matthew,  Charis  and  Char- 
lotte. And,  there  is  neither  an  artist 
nor  a  writer  who  could  not  associate 
with  his  words  in  "The  Artist  on  the 
Eve  of  a  Breakthrough."  The  poem 
begins — 

He  is  not  feeling  well  today. 

Like  himself. 

He  feels  his  latest  efforts  on  canvas 
are  sickly. 

While  in  Hickory,  Rice  spoke  to 
and  worked  with  L-R  students  as  well 
as  with  students  in  community  grade 
schools  through  high  schools,  includ- 
ing high-risk  seniors.  He  met  with 
teachers,  with  senior  citizens  and 
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with  community  theatre  participants. 

His  words  were  the  same  to  all.  "It's 
okay  to  be  a  poet,"  he  encouraged.  "If 
I  can  become  a  poet,  so  can  you.  You 
can  find  ideas  anywhere.  You  don't 
have  to  look  outside  your  own  locali- 
ty to  find  something  to  write  about." 

His  advice  to  aspiring  writers  was 
to  "  .  .  .  pay  close  attention  to  the  fun- 
damental accuracy  of  statement.  Make 
sure  you  are  saying  exactly  what  you 
mean  to  say.  If  you  don't,  you'll  con- 
fuse your  reader." 

And,  he  always  added,  "Think 
about  meter,  syllabic  count  and 
rhythm.  Punctuation  is  critical  and 
carries  a  lot  of  weight."  Writing  is 
hard  work,  he  stressed.  It  may  take 
as  long  as  three  months  to  get  even 
a  short  poem  exactly  right. 

"Adrian  has  been  totally  selfless," 
said  Dr.  Rand  Brandes,  L-R  English 
professor  and  coordinator  of  the 
college  Visiting  Writer  series,  which 
joined  with  the  Catawba  County 
Council  for  the  Arts  to  bring  Rice  to 
the  area.  "Such  long  days.  Yet  he  has 
been  totally  accommodating.  What 
talent!  What  personality." 

Rice  said  he  will  return  home  to 
Belfast  weary  but  hopeful  that  he  has 
been  able  to  help  others  with  their 


writing,  and  that  he  has  been  a  good 
cultural  ambassador  for  Ireland. 

Talk  to  anyone  Rice  has  met  during 
his  extraordinary  residency.  They  will 
tell  you  that  his  zeal  for  his  work,  his 
openness  about  his  life,  and  his  ability 
to  communicate  and  to  share  his  craft 
with  others  are  experiences  they  will 
remember  always. 

"Although  Adrian  has  returned 
home,  he  has  touched  our  lives  and 
left  a  part  of  himself  behind,"  said  one 
of  his  admirers  recently. 

The  unlikely  poet  evidently  achieved 
his  goals  and  much,  much  more.  □

Common  methods  for  funding  endowments  include  cash,  marketable 
securities  or  real  estate.  Stocks  that  have  increased  in  value  during 
this  impressive  market  period  are  excellent  sources  for  funding 
endowments.  Donors  receive  gift  value  for  the  current  stock  value  and 
avoid  any  capital  gain  taxes  that  would  be  due  if  the  stock  were  sold. 
If  an  endowment  is  already  in  place,  additional  gifts  may  be  added 
to  that  existing  fund  through  current  or  deferred  gifts  such  as  will 
bequests,  proceeds  from  insurance  contracts,  life-income  agreements 
or  other  options  within  an  estate  plan.

Ochs  named  to  SAC  Hall  of  Fame 

Dr.  Keith  Ochs  was  inducted  into  the  inaugural  class  of  the  South 
Atlantic  Conference  Hall  of  Fame  on  Sept.  15  in  Salisbury,  N.C. 
The  inaugural  class  of  15  inductees  into  the  Hall  of  Fame 
was  recognized  for  the  many  contributions  to  the  foundation  and 
development  of  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  as  one  of  the  premier 
NCAA  Division  II  conferences  in  the  country.  The  1999-2000  acade- 
mic year  is  being  celebrated  as  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  conference. 
The  SAC  has  sponsored  football  for  25  seasons  and  is  entering  its 
10th  as  a  multi-sport  league.
